The fugitive was arzested on Wednesday night, 
and bron zit befors the Commissioner on Thurs- 
day. After the identity of the negro had been 
established, and he repeatedly acknowledged that 
, he belonged to me, the Commissioner, for sume un- 
accountable reason, adjourned the case till the 
following Saturday. During the next day, Friday, 
the Abolition newspapers and the fanaties of Bos 
ton were actively engaged in Manufactaring exeite- 
ment against mc. The Mayor was anplied to for 
the use of Faneuil Hall, and requested to preside 
over their meeting. Tle gave them permission to 
use the hall, and said ‘nothing would give him 
more pleasure than to preside over their mecting, 
but that hehad an engagement for the evening 

which would prevent his doing so. He assured 
them, however, that all his syaapathies were for the 
negro; he had none for kidnappers.’ 

After the meeting had assembled, and hy a anan- 
jimous yote had declared that they would rescue 
the fugitive, and attack us at the ‘Revere House,’ 
he was eallled upou by the U. States Marshal for a 
part of his police forces to protect the Court House, 
(where the negro was kept in the custody of the 
officers. Ile replied that he had no force tu spare. 
There was no mob in the street, and he had no 
right canticipate a riot: his duty was to have the 
streets cleared, if a mob assembled. The proprie- 
tor of the ‘Revere Hoose’ also called upon him af- 
ter the murder of Batchelder, and asked for a po- 
lice force to protect Ins house, as well as for the 
protectoin of Mr. Brent and myself. Who were 
staying there. His reply was that the had no 
force to spare.’ 

On Saturday morning, és dower finding the re 
spectable portion of the community veusured iu 
fur his course, and no doubt smarting undet the 
conviction that he was to some extent accountable 
for the murder of Batchelder, changed his position 
and declared in the language of President Pierce, 
‘thac the liw must be executed.” This course 
brought duwn upon him the curses of the Aboli- 
tionists, who abused him as a fra/tor, and failed to 
command the respect of the law-abiding citizens.

FROM A SETTLER IN KANSAS. 
Kansas Territory, Saturday, } 
June l7, 1854.) 

Dear Sin: The effects of the unwisce and wicked 
legislation of Congress in relation to this Territory) 
are fast being developed. Meetings have heen 
held in various parts of Missouri and resolutions 
passed thatno Anti-Slavery men should hold cliins 
in Kansas. This extends to all the citizens of the 
free States, who are indiscriminately called Abo 
litionists. The treaties have been formed with 
direct reference to the establishment of Slavery in 
the Territories. To effect this an unusual plan 
was fixed upon, pamely; Delegations with powers 
to treat were sent for to go to Washington, general 
ly from one or two tribes at a time. Here the 
treaties were concocted, and information privately 
eet hy the slaveholders in W ashingt n to their 
friends, and the ceded lands are overrun hy slave- 
helders befure anybody else knows that a treaty 
has teen formed. For instance, Mr. Atchison, as 
koon Os a treat¥ was formed with the Pelaware Indi 
ans, sent a private telegraph dispatch to his friends 
to take possession of the best ‘ore ceded to the Gov- 
ernment; and before the information became public 
all the best locations were marked and claimed. 
Now, I understand that by the terms of this treaty 
the lands were to be surveyed and sold, and the 
proceeds, after deducting the eXpente of survey- 
ing and selling. were to be paid to the indians. The 
lands were to be put upat auction and seid to the 
highest bidder, and noone was to be allowed to 
settle upon them until sold.

AN INCIDENT INTHE LATE SLAVE PRO- 
CESSION. 


The editor of the Trampet, Rev. Thomas 
Whittemore, “looked upon,” as did almost every 
body, else, the late Burns fugitive procession. In 
the last number of that paper, handed us by a 
friend, we notice an incidentof interest. The pro- 
eession had just turned into Commercial street. 
At this point a company with muskets had been 
| posted to stop the flow of lusiness which comes 
through that street to the vicinity of the Custom 
ITouse, and to Long, Central and Indian wharves. 

The Trampet says: 

“Here a trackman, who had been home for his 
dinner, and to feed his horses, and was returning, 
Was stopped by the soldiers. He could not pass, 
and waited. Other teams came up behind him, 
and a great body of people also, and thus hemmed 
hin inon all sides, He was required to fall back. 
He said it was impossible. The man could go iei- 
ther back nor forward. The officer became enrag- 
fed, and the truckman alse. Finally, the offiver 
threatened to fire upon him. This roused him like 
the awaking of a lien. ‘Fire, said he, “if you 
wish to,’ using a plentiful sprinkling of oaths. 
Tae officer ordered his men te pat pereussion eaps 
on. their guns. At this the trackinan clevated 
himself upon his horse, for he was on horseback, 
took off his hat, aud held it above his head, erving 
Fire, you cowards, fire,’ at the same time showing 
them his naked breast. The officer gave the word 
‘ready,’ and the soldiers brought up their pieces 
to the poise, with their fingers on the triggers, 
when the truckman lifted his hat again, and held 
it over his head, exclaiming, ‘fire! von — rascals 
you ——— eowards, fire.’ They did xe fire: but a 
posse of constebles went to arrest him, and fora 
time he was ont of sight, lost in the crowd ; we be- 
lieve he was pulled from his herse, Hut we saw 
hima short time after, om his horse agein \ 
boly of lancers were brought uy, Who ranged | 
hind the infantry at this plice, and sat upon their 
horses with their pistols unhoistered, capped and 
cocked in their hands. It is a great wonder that 
there was not blood shed at this point. But thank 
God there was not. Had the truckman been shot, 
a poor hard working man would have died; but he 
had a heart as ineapable of being moved by (feu 
as that of the bravest of the brave.”

EXTENT OF THE GOLD RESOURCES OF 
CALIFORNIA. 





! 

“Much difference of opinion has been expressed | 
relative to the future productiveness of the mines 
in California, and many have inferred that the late 
decrease of the gold export will permanently con-, 
tinue. A report of Dr. John B. Trask, app inted 
by the California legislature to survey the Sierra 
Nevada and coast mountains, bas recently been 
published, and affords much informativa in respeet 
to the gold prospects ef the State. The explora- 
tions were continued six inonths, and ended about 
the first of November: and the detailed aceount 
covers a pamphlet of nearly ninety pages. The 
results were decidedly favorable to the belief that! 
the gold of the State is inexhaustible, and will 
continue to be profitably worked for, during a long 
time tocome, The placer ranges are said to ex- 
iend to the East within ten or fifteen miles of the 
summit ridge of the Sierra Nevada. 

“There are evidences which clearly indicate a 
deposite of gold older tha the diluvial drift of 
the lower western diggings, and its direction has’! 
j been traced fur aliout 70 miles. Jt appears to have 
an average breadth of about four miles, and an 
elevation of four thousand feet above the sea for 
most of the distance. The quartz mines, he con-| 
cludes, possess continuous and inexhaustible veins, | 
and all the expectations that have been formed of, 

them he thinks wel! grounded. Of the mountains 

running along the coast, he states that the aurifer- 
ous deposits are now known to oeeur over a dis- 
trict eehty miles in lenath. They have not been 
extensively worked, and of their ultimate produe- 
tiveness he gives no opinion. He represents most 

ef the principal mines of the State as still in a 
rosperous condition, and able to insure large 
srofit to the investment of a far greater amount of 
anital. 

“It would he an advantage both to California! 
and the entire country if a yet more thorough in- 
vestigation of the mineral resources of the State 
were made, and hy some one of the first geologists 
of the day. There are not a few financial prob- 
lems, the character of whose solution will depend 
very much upon the eontinued yield of the gold 
minesin California and Australia. Califo-nia has 
already produced nearly two hundred and _ fifty 
millions of dollars of gold, which is probably, ac- 
cording to the best calculations, as much as one- 
tenth part of the whole previously existing stock 
in the world; and is, consequently, playing a most 
important part in those monetary changes whicl; 
perplex monarchs, bankers, stock-jobbers and
